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T the close of the President's Report to you last year, I stated that it was 
our intention, in spite of the national preoccupation with the war, to 
carry on the Gallery's work at full tide. This decision was taken as it was 
felt that we are one of the institutions which contribute to the kind of free 
civilization for which we are fighting. The wide survey which our exhibitions 
present, the steady broadening of the scope of our collections, and the en- 
couragement to first-hand thinking and acting, provided in our Educational 
programme—particularly with children—are all stimulations to intelligent, 
clear-minded participation in the democratic way of life which is so danger- 
ously threatened to-day. 


We are, of course, faced with increasing difficulties—but the fact that our 
attendance has increased by almost 23,000 from 100,873 in 1939, to 123,761 
in 1940, shows that our work has had its effect. This increase is largely due, 
of course, to the Red Cross Exhibition, but every month except February, 
July and August, showed a small gain. The reduction in the tourist traffic 
last summer substantially affected our attendance at that time. Directly after 
the beginning of the war, the arrangements of our Exhibition Programme 
were greatly complicated, and that they have been able to arrange so inter- 
esting a programme in spite of these difficulties, reflects great credit on the 
committee concerned, and to an equal extent on the continued generosity of 
the institutions and private individuals from whose possessions our Exhibi- 
tions are drawn. 


On the other hand, the increasing financial demands of the war on our 
people have resulted in a loss of 362 members—a loss we can ill afford and 
which I am sorry to say still continues. This loss is one of our foremost pre- 
occupations and we look to the members themselves to do what they can by 
continuing their own support and by interesting new people to help us in 
checking it. 


The members of the Executive Committee, Messrs. J. M. Lyle, R. A. Daly, 
F. P. Wood, Ivor Lewis, G. E. Watson, F. R. MacKelcan, W. C. Laidlaw, 
Gerald Larkin, Robert Fennell, C. S. Band, to whom, with their Committees, 
is entrusted the responsibility for the years programme, deserve our thanks 
for their hard work and for the success with which they have met the ever- 
increasing difficulties. The staff, too, reduced as it is, has performed its 
steadily increasing work in an admirable spirit, particularly those engaged in 
the Educational work and in the maintenance of the building and actual 
physical work in connection with the Exhibitions. I single out these two 
departments only because it is here particularly, that we are short-handed 
and it is here too that the work has most increased. 


We are thankful too for the steady support and interest of the City Council 
for their willingness to meet the special requirements of our Red Cross Exhi- 


bition in particular and in general for their sympathetic attitude to the work 


of the Gallery. 


The co-operation of the police force and the admirable Way in which our 
grounds are kept up asa public park are both a matter of congratulation. 
This use of our grounds in an area of the city where a park is badly needed, 
was one of the factors which convinced the City many years ago that it 
should contribute to our support and though we have never succeeded in 
regaining the $10,000 grant from the City, which was discontinued in 1932, 
we feel sure that in better times, our request for its return will receive sympa- 
thetic consideration. 


The work of the various departments will be reviewed in detail in the reports 
of the Committees in charge but I should like to refer briefly to it. First, the 
decision to hold an Exhibition in aid of the Red Cross was triumphantly 
vindicated by its success. Over 30,000 people attended and we were able, 
through their subscriptions, to hand over a cheque for $4,606.10 to the Red 
Cross. The attendance was at its peak when the Exhibition closed and we 
are most grateful to those public-spirited institutions and individuals ~ 
especially those across the border—whose generosity made the Exhibition 
possible. 


Although we cannot expect, in these times, to make many important pur- 
chases, the generosity of our friends in giving us fine things has not decreased. 
Last autumn we received some very important gifts—first of these was the 
famous picture by Van Dyck “Daedalus and Icarus,” once in the Spencer 
Collection at Althorp House, presented to us by Mr. and Mrs. Frank P. 
Wood. I need not remind you that this is far from being the first of their 
gifts to the Gallery. It is one of their greatest. We owe Mr. Wood fully as 
much for his constant and very valuable work for the Gallery over a period of 
many years, and it is only due to his own retiring disposition and special wish 
that we have not published this gift as we should have liked to. Mr. and 
Mrs. W. Redelmeier, who came to Toronto a year or so ago from Holland, 
have shown their interest and faith in the work of the Gallery by presenting 
us a very lively picture “Peasant’s Wedding” by Peter Brueghel, the Younger, 
and we extend our appreciation to them for their generosity. The picture is 
interesting not only for its quality but for the relation it bears to a similar 
picture by Peter Brueghel, the Elder, in the Detroit Institute of Arts. The 
Honourable Mrs. Robert Wood has most generously presented, in memory 
of her Jate husband Major Robert Wood, a picture entitled “The Angelus” 
by Paul Peel. I have only time to touch on these gifts here. The full report 
will be given by the Chairman of the Exhibition Committee. 


Our Membership, due to the demands of the war, has declined and we have 
not yet found the way to check and reverse this tendency. The decline is to 
be expected but none the less we have been working hard to find a way to 
replace our losses. 


In spite of this decline, our finances, as you will hear later, are in a strong 
position and though we show an operating deficit it is in no small part due 
to the additional expenses of the Red Cross Exhibition which we knew would 


be heavy. 


The Educational work, with our children, has been going on with undi- 
minished vigour though in order to maintain it at full pitch we have been 
obliged to discontinue our formal lecture programme—for which we are sub- 
stituting as a temporary measure, a series of documentary film programmes. 


The four daily school classes under Miss Wilson, appointed by the Board of 
Education, have continued and many other children’s classes have, with their 
teachers, visited the Gallery for guided tours by our staff. Over 26,500 chil- 
dren came to Miss Wilson’s classes; and our own children’s classes, Satur- 
day morning, summer school, art centre and general brought over 19,000 
attendance. 


No work other than maintenance has been done on the building and grounds 
but the Committee has been considering the problem of new hangings for 
the Gallery walls and of redecorating Grange House. 


Publicity is one of our real problems; but, much in demand as newspaper 
space is, we have received the most willing co-operation everywhere in publi- 
cizing our most important Exhibitions, and we extend our thanks to the many 
writers and editors who helped so much to bring the Exhibitions to the public 
notice, as well as to the many other people who displayed our posters, notices, 
and bulletins, both in Toronto and throughout the province. The Canadian 
Red Cross Society was a great help in connection with the Red Cross Exhibi- 
tion. We are, of course, most grateful for this help as without it, no matter how 
good our Exhibitions may be, the public does not hear of them. 


As most of you are aware, I have requested the Council, through its Execu- 
tives, to replace me in the Presidency of the Art Gallery. My decision to 
withdraw from this honourable office has been prompted not by any lack of 
interest in the Gallery and what it is doing, but by a feeling that after so 
long a period as President, it is time for a change in your chief Executive. 
You have done me the honour of electing me to that high position for the 
past sixteen years. During that time there have been other men who have 
devoted much time and effort to the Gallery's work and have been most 
faithful and valuable in their service to it. 


I feel that from among these men there are several choices which could be 
made of men who, in the office of President, would be able to direct the 
Gallery's activities with a very intimate understanding of its needs, and to 
give a measure of time and thought to it, which, owing to other demands, 
I should find it impossible to give. 


In retiring from the Presidency, I wish to tell you that it has given me great 
pleasure and satisfaction to have served for so long as head of this institu- 
tion. It has been a delight to watch the growth and development that have 
been achieved—not only in regard to the gradual accumulation of fine works 
of Art for the citizens of Toronto, but also in the building up of the educa- 
tional side of the Gallery's work, under such capable direction on the part of 
the Educational Committee and of Mr. Baldwin. 


To all of you on the Council and Executive, who during my years as Presi- 
dent have given such loyal support and have exercised such admirable judg- 
ment in the Gallery's affairs, I offer my heartfelt thanks and my warmest 


wishes for the continued success of this very valuable department of civic 
activity.
